The following telegram is just received from 
General Pope : The situation at the Mescaleroa 
Ajrency is much the same, only worse than it was 
with the Gheyennts. The Mecederos must be fed 
or they will starve. Ttie Indian Bureau, asi ap 
pears, cannot feed them. The army must, there­ 
fore, feed them. 
Heavy military forces must ho 
placed around them to make them starve jieaccably. 
lht re is time yet u» j rovide f *r them, but it cannot 
safely be postponed. It should be uttesded to at 
once.Aeent Llewellyn, of the Mepcslerrs Agency, 
Fends the toUowiug dispatch to the Indian 
Office : 
Telegraph me at once if it is true that Congress 
has insde no appropriation for the subsidence of 
these Indians. The beef and fl ,ur will last until 
July 1st. I have private arrangements to make, 
and want my family away from here by July l “t. 
You know that 1 nor any other Aifent can control 
these Lilians on empty stomachs. 
The Agen was informed that the Secretary 
has asked Coceros to make the necessary 
appropriation of $00 000. 
A prominent lawyer in New Mexico sends 
an account of an incident where a hunting 
party, which included Judge Bristol—the 
Judge before whom Victorio w.i* indicted for 
murder—was overtaken by a body *f these 
same Mescalero Indians aod accompanied for 
several days. lT?>on leaving them in a placo 
of safety the Indians explained that Victorio 
had heard of Judge Bristol’s presence, and 
was about to attempt his capture, which they 
had prevented by their watchfulness. They 
positively refused all reward. 
A Sccr«T P olitical H rdcr F.vposcd. 
DALLAS (T* x.), May 10th.—The Times to­ 
day published an expose of a secret política* 
Ordfr known as the American Knights of 
Honor. It is an anti Catholic society, some­ 
thing after th* stvl3 of the old Know Nothing 
organization, and is officered by local It-pub­ 
lican leaders.

Crape’s amendment wa* adopted without 
division, and the bill passed* by ayea 125, 
noes 67. 
A j >int resolution was passed appropriating 
$16,000,000 to supply tne deficiency in the 
appropriations for army pensions. 
The Speaker laid before the House a com- 
murdc ition from ex-Sergeant-it Arms Thomp­ 
son, stating briefly the status of the case of 
Hallet Kiibourn v-* J. G. Thompson. 
Referred to the Committee on Judiciary. 
Adjourned. 
The flank C harter E xtension D ill. 
W ashington, May 19lh.—The bill to ena­ 
ble National Banking Associations to extend 
their corporate existence, a^? it passed the 
IIon=»8 to-day, provides that any National 
Bark Association may, at any time within 
two years next previous to the date of the 
expiration of its corporate existence under 
the prc cent law, with the approval of the 
Comptroller of the Currency, extend its 
period of Hucce^sion by amending its articles 
of association for a term of not more than 
twenty years from the expiration of the pe­ 
riod of succession named in said articles of 
association, and shall have au association for 
such extended period, unless sooner dissolved 
by the act of the shareholders owning two- 
thirds of its stocks, or unless its franchise has 
been forfeited by some action of law. Such 
amendment of the articles of association 
must be authorized by the consent, íq writing, 
of shareholders owning not less than two- 
thirds of the capital stock. 
Section 3 refers to the duty of the Corap- 
tmller of the Currency in the promises, pro­ 
viding for a special examination into the 
affairs of each association, should he dsem it 
necessary. 
Section 4 has reference to t.he jurisdiction 
of suits by or against national banking a?so- 
oia'ions, placing such suit» on the same f x>t* 
ing, in resDeet to jurisdiction, as suits by or 
against private b ir.ks. 
S ctioQ 5 provides that when aDy national 
banking association has amended the articles 
of assoJati m as provided tor in this Act, and 
the Comptroller has granted his cerdfioate of 
approval, any sharehol ler not assenting to 
such amendment may give notice in writing 
to the Directors within thirty days from the 
date of the certificate of approval, of his de­ 
sire to withdraw from said association, íq 
which case he shall be entitled to withdraw 
the value of the shares so held by him. 
Section 6 provides for issuing new circu­ 
lating notes to take the place of the old. 
Section 7 has reference to such banks as do 
not dtfflire to extend their charters, and ex­ 
tends the franchises of such emociatims for 
the sole purpose of liquidating their affairs 
until such affairs are finally closed. 
Section 8 is in the following words : “That 
the national banks now org raized, having a 
capital of $170,000 or less, shall not be re­ 
quired to keep or dep *sit with the Treasurer 
of the United Spates United States bonds in 
excess of §10,000 a* security for their circu­ 
lating notes, ar.d such of those banks having 
ou deposit bonds in excass of that amount are 
authorized to reduce their circulation by the 
deposit of lawful money as provided by law.” 
Section 9 provides that any National Bank­ 
ing Association desiring to withdraw its cir 
culating notes up»a a deposit of lawfnl money 
with the Treasurer of the United States, as 
provided iu Section 4 of the Act of June 
20th—entitled an Act fixing the amount of 
United States notes, providing for the redis­ 
tribution of national bank currency and for 
other purposes—shall be required to give 
ninety days’ notice to the Secretary 
of its intention to deposit lawful money 
and 
withdraw its 
circulating notes: 
provided that not mare than $5.000,000 
iu lawful money shall be deposited du:ing 
any calendar month for this purpose ; and 
provided further, that the provisions of this 
a ction shall not apply to bonds called for 
redemption ny the S-^creUry oí the Treasury. 
But when bonds are called for redemption, 
the banks holding such call.-d bonds shall 
surrender then within thirty days after the 
maturity of their ct!L 
Section 11 provides that on the deposit of 
bonds, the a.** «ciation making the same shall 
be entitled to receive from the Comptroller 
of Currency circulation notes of an equal 
amount to 9 per cent, ot the current 
in irket value, not exceeding par, of the 
United States bonds so transferred anti d - 
livered, and amends Sections 51.711 and 51,­ 
776 of the revi-ed statutes. 
The concluding section reserve* the right 
of Congress at auy time to repeal this Act 
and the Acta of which it is amendatory.

Chamberlin, President of the Board of 
Trade, stated that the Government, when in 
commiitee, were prepared to postpone any 
clause to enable amendments to be brought 
forward. 
Dillon stated that he had a letter from 
Patrick Egan, denying the assertion of Fors­ 
ter relative to Sheridan, and said Forster 
should either prove tho truth of his state- 
raent or retract it.

(5.) Power (possessed byfsoils) of appro­ 
priating solid m atters from their solutions. 
That soils have the power of fixing or tak­ 
ing solid m atters from solutions has long 
been known. 
It was no new fact, even 
several centuries ago, that sea water when 
filtered thrpugh sand lost much of its salt­ 
ness. 
W ere the soil incapable of removing 
m atter from the liquids which passthrough 
them, much nutritive m atter would be 
lost to the plant world. 
For then the rains 
must inevitably carry all of the soluble 
matter, except what was directly imbibed 
by the roots of plants, out of the reach of 
succeeding plants, and the greatest part 
of the m atter thus carried down would 
pass off through the drains and be lost. 
Johnson explains the removal of solid m at­ 
ter from solutions by saying that the ad­ 
hesive power of the soil, or material through 
which the liquids percolate, overcomes 
the cohesive power of the particles in the 
solution, and hence extracts solid matter 
from the liquid in proportion, other things 
being equal, to the amount of surface ex­ 
posed by the extracting body. 
The main 
difference, physically, between a solid and 
a liquid is that iu the one particles making 
up the colid bt dy have such a great co- 
heaiveness for one another as to prevent 
free motion among themselves ; while iu 
the liquid bodies the cohesive force is so 
small that the particles move freely among 
themselves. 
If, for instance, salt, which 
is solid, be 


DISSOLVED IN W ATER 
A certain degree of cohesiveness is over­ 
come by the solvent. 
If now the saline 
solution be filtered through sand or char­ 
. coal, either of which can be wetted, and 
both of which present a comparatively 
large surface to the liquid, it is easy to per­ 
ceive bow* they can, by their attraction for 
the particles of salt, overcome the remain­ 
ing slight cohesive force existing between 
them, as w’ell a3 the adhesive force of the 
water, sufficiently to cause particles of salt 
to separate out and adhere to the surface 
of the sand or charcoal. 
We thus see that 
this fixation of solid matters by the soil is 
a physical rather than a chemical phenom­ 
ena ; and that, since it depends upon the 
surface attraction of the soil particles for 
those of the solid matters of the liquid, 
the more porous a body’ ia the larger 
amount of m atter it will extract from so­ 
lutions. 
We 
can 
readily understand, 
therefore, that the extractive power cf Hue 
sand and clay must be very great. 
The 
absorptive power of clay for water has 
been mentioned as being sufficient in pure 
clay to bear off" the papilla* of the tongue. 
The particles of clay being much liner than 
those of sand, its fixing power is corre­ 
spondingly greater, but when once satu­ 
rated it takes li nger to redissolve the fixed 
m atters from the more adhesive clay than 
from the sand.

A D HESIV E PO W ER 
Of the soil all color, odor and taste may be 
removed from the most offensive liquids by 
filtering through a sufficient depth of earth. 
I t is well known that a few yards of soil 
intervening between a well and a sink or 
cesspool will often quite effectually purify 
the liquids of the latter before they reacn 
the well, and by this m. a«9 often maintain 
the purity of the well water for a consid­ 
erable time. 
Had not the soil the property 
of neutralizing the offensivenesa of these 
liquids, each anch sink or cesspool would 
be a hotbed of disease and a perpetual 
agent in the spread of epidemics. 
(6 ) The 
productiveness of a soil is very closely con­ 
nected with its deportment toward liquid 
water. 
The ability to imbibe liquid water 
is known as the capillary power of the soil. 
It is caused by the sime force which causes 
the ascent of liquids in a capillary tube, 
i. e., the attraction or adhesiveness be­ 
tween the surfaces of the capillary tube 
and the liquid. 
The capillary power or 
capillary coefficient of soils represents their 
ability to absorb and letain liquid moist­ 
ure. 
In all porous bodies for most liquids 
this power is inversely proportional to the 
size of the pores. 
The interstices between 
grains of coarse sand are large, and hence 
m atter readily runs or percolates through. 
Such soils cannot, of themselves, retain 
the moisture for any length of time, and 
we have already seen that their hygro­ 
scopic coefficient is also low. 
On the other 
hand, clay, which we know is made of 
very finely divided particles of mineral 
water, and since the amount of surface 
exposed depends upon the fineness of the 
soil particles, it must have a correspond­ 
ingly greater number of and more minute 
pores ; thus, therefore, a high capillary 
power. 
Not only is this the case, but 
clayey soils, as is well knowD, retain moist­ 
ure with the greatest tenacity. The writer 
has seen blocks of clay taken from 


W ELL-CULTIVATED SOILS 
A t a depth of one and a half feet, and 
which had not been saturated with water 
for six months, and yet the clay seemed to 
be completely saturated. 
There is an evi­ 
dent relation between the mechanical com­ 
position of soils and their capillary powers. 
If glass tubes containing different grades 
of soil be suspended with the lower end 
projecting into a vessel of water, the liquid 
will immediately begin to rise in the tubes 
by the capillary force of the soil. 
But the 
rate of ascension and total hights reached 
will be found to vary very greatly with the 
different soils. 
Suppose we have a tube 
filled with coarse sand, one with alluvial 
soil, and another with fine clay. 
The 
water in its ascent in the tube containing 
sand will outstrip that in either of the 
other tubes ; in fact, it will riso Beveral 
times as rapidly. 
I t will, however, only 
reach a bight of ten or twelve inches in 
the tube and then will cease rising. 
The 
capillary power of the sand has been ex­ 
hausted, and if the surface of the eand is 
more than twelve inchea above the water 
level it will not nave been moistened by 
the capillary water. 
The water in the tube 
containing alluvium rises much Blower than 
that in the sand, but to a considerably 
greater hig h t; while that of the clay, 
which rises slowest of all, goes on after the 
asceDt has ceased in the other tubes, and 
the water finally reaches a foot or more 
higher in the clay than in the alluvium. 
It 
is a curious fact that if either of the soils 
be tamped and thus compacted in the tube 
the rise will be much mere rapid, but will 
not reach to such a hight as before. 
If the 
surface of the tamped soil be reached by 
the ascending capillary water the evapora­ 
tion, upon exposure to the sun’s heat, will 
be much greater from the tamped than 
from the loose soil. 
It has been deter­ 
mined that in a 


GOOD ALLUVIAL, 
W ell tilled ami well drained soil, the cap­ 
illary water will rise to a distance of from 
three to four feet. 
Let us draw some gen­ 
eral conclusions from the above facts. First 
as to sandy soils : Are they ever desira­ 
ble, and for what crops best suited ? 
We 
have seen that the capillary water ascends 
in eand only to a hight of one to two feet, 
and also that the hygroscopic coefficient of 
«and is very low. 
Therefore, in localities 
where the permanent water of the subsoil 
is at a greater depth than one to two feet 
below the surface, and where summer rains 
•re not frequent, sandy soils are most lia­ 
ble to failure of crops from drought and ex­ 
cessive heat. 
And when artificial irriga­ 
tion 
is 
used, where the underground 
method is made use of, the tile or pipe 
must be laid near enough to the surface so 
th at the hygroscopic moisture at least will 
reach the surface, 
If the capillary water 


reaches the surface the evaporation will be 
much greater than from clayey soil, and 
hence a larger amount of water must be 
supplied. 
It suiface irrigation is resorted 
to, the water will percolate through the 
sand, and a large portion of it will drain 
off and be practically lost. 
The sand will 
be saturated with moisure for a short time, 
but as soon as the hydrostatic water has 
left the surface the moisture diminishes 
very rapidly, and by a double drain, as it 
w-ere.-il), rapid evaporation from the sur­ 
face ; (2), the water of the lower strata 
quickly drains off in a very short time, 
depending on the coarseness of the sacd, 
its depth, and the distance to permanent 
water, the livid is depleted of water and 
must be flooded again. 
Thus we see that 
by this method also a much larger amount 
‘ of water is required to irrigate a coarse 
I than a finer soil. 
If now* it is desired to 
: 
S t m FACE-ROOTED PLANTS, 
¡ As the cereals, corn, etc., it may readily 
I be seen, other things being equal, that our 
sandy soils are not desirable ; and, in fact, 
* those crops will not do well in sandy sods 
1 except they be constantly irrigated. I here 
is, however, a class of crops which is 
a lapted to such soils. 
It is made up of 
tin se crop3 which extend their roots to a 
long distance iu the soil, and which more 
or leís shade the ground. 
Alfa!f i ia a well 
known example of this class of plants, and 
it ia often successfully grown where almost 
anything else 
would succumb 
to the 
drought. 
If, as we have said before, sandy 
soils be mixed with humus or fine mineral 
matter, the hygroscopic and capillary’ co­ 
efficients are often so largely increased as 
to effectually protect the surface roots 
from the heat of the tun. 
W ita clay anti 
alluvial soils, whose hygroscopic and capil­ 
lary coefficients are so much greater than 
those of sand, aDd sufficiently great to se­ 
cure moisture from a depth of three to 
four feet, we are not so dependent on arti­ 
ficial irrigation. 
In such soils the irriga­ 
tion tile may be laid to greater depth than 
in san.ly soil», thus increasing the depth to 
which food roots may descend, and also the 
drainage and tilth of the soil. 
Soils may 
either be too leachy, as coarse sand, in 
which case the rain and irrigation water 
runs right through and leaves the surface 
almost Jry : or they may be too compact, 
as heavy clays, which are often so much so 
that the water often stands on their surface 
until removed by evaporation. 
Such ex­ 
treme soils are almost valueless, especially 
in our California climate. 
The remedy’ for 
leachy soils is to incorporate vegetable and 
fine mineral m atter with it, and to plant 
deep-rooted 


LARGE FOLIAGE!) PLANTS. 
For too compact fine soils, constant tillage 
and thorough drainage Í3 the best, if not 
the only remedy. 
A perfect state uf tilth 
in clayey soils can only be secured by intel­ 
ligent and persevering cultivation. 
Clay 
soils tilled out of seaseu are injured rather 
than benefited. 
A few hundred pounds of 
lime sowed broadcast over clay soils, and 
thoroughly mixed in, will do more, and iu 
fact will quite 
effectually reduce 
the 
adhesive clay’ soil to a state of tilth. 
The 
effect produced by the second season is 
quite perceptible. 
The sod then, instead 
of drying in hard cakes, which are parted 
by fissures, crumble up to fine powder, and 
in the future the soil will work more iike a 
sandy loam thau like pipe clay. 
This 
remedy is so simple, so available and so 
cheaply applied as to be worthy of trial by 
every farmer who has even an acre of re­ 
fractory soil. 
It is the capillary water of 
the soil which furnishes most oi the water 
of evaporation. 
During dry seasons, in 
soils where the capillary water reaches the 
surface there is a continual ascent of moist­ 
ure from the subsoil to the surface ; for each 
particle of moisture which is evaporated 
and passes into the atmosphere mu9t be 
replaced by another, and which is drawn 
up from the sub-strata of the soil. 
This 
constant upward current of water during 
the greater portion of the year tends 
largely to the retention of the soluble 
inorgauic salt3 within reach of the plant 
r.iots. 
Those mineral and organic sub­ 
stances which are held in solution by the 
soil water are 


TO A LA RGE EXTENT 
Fixed by the soil from the descendiog rain 
and irrigation water. 
This fixation often 
occurs at so great a depth below' the sur­ 
face as to be practically out of reach of the 
plant. 
But during the warm and growing 
season when rapid evaporation is going on, 
they are redissolved in the ascending cur­ 
rents oi capillary water, and are carried up 
and deposited in the soil, where they are 
immediately available to the plant roots. 
Those materials which are not used by the 
season’s crop accumulate in the soil, where 
they remain until rain falls, when they are 
again washed down in the subsoil to remain 
until evaporation again sets in, when they 
are again placed at the disposal of the 
plants by the ascending currents of capil­ 
lary water. 
We see theD, that one of the 
functions of capillary w’ater is to act as a 
carrying medium between the subsoil and 
the soil, and to keep a supervision, as it 
were, over the nutritive matters of the 
so ii; to keep the roots of plants bathed in 
a current of moisture and in contact with 
their inorgauic food. 
The circulation of 
water through the soil by capillary action 
increases the food supply by increasing the 
soluble effects of the liquids of the soil upon 
the inorganic materials of the soil. 
The 
capillary action of the water in the soil de­ 
pends mainly on the temperature and the 
state of the atmosphere, and, secondly, on 
the nature of the soil. 
When the atmos­ 
phere is saturated with mu sture 
that i-, 
contains all it can retain, the evaporation 
from the soil must cease. 
When this is 
the case the capillary water of the soil re­ 
mains stationary, or, perhaps, has a slight 
descending motion, if the drainage he good. 
This is the condition of things during rains 
or heavy fogs. 


IN O R DINA RY SUM M ER W EA TH ER 
The atmosphere is less than one-half satu­ 
rated, and hence evaporation goes on com­ 
paratively rapidly. 
The temperature, too, 
largely influences the amount of evapora­ 
tion. 
Other things being equal, the evap­ 
oration increases with the rise of the 
tem perature; but if the atmosphere be 
extremely dry, a rapid evaporation may 
even take place from fields of ice and snow. 
W hen the atmosphere is saturated with 
vrater vapor the soil absorbs water from 
the atmosphere. 
The rapidity of this ab­ 
sorption depends upon the nature and fine­ 
ness of the eoil, aud of the amount of 
moisture contained in it. 
The absorptive 
power of the soil is thus seen to decrease 
the loss of moisture by evaporation, and 
this it is which accumulates much of the 
plant-food from the atmosphere. 
In ex­ 
periments made upon different grades of 
soil, by thoroughly saturating with w ater, 
allowing the excess to drip off, and then 
computing the per cs-nt. gained in weight, 
it was f..und that the relative amounts ab­ 
sorbed increased with the fineness of the 
soil. 
Quartz eand retained about one- 
fourth of its weight of water, light clay 
soil took up 40 per cent.,heavy clay G1 per 
cent., fine limestone retained 85 per cent., 
garden mold 80 per cent., humus 181, and 
fine carbonate of magnesia took up *256 per 
cent, of its weight of water. 
This gives us 
the relative amounts of water needed to 
saturate the different soils. 
The saturated 
soils w’ere now subjected to evaporation for 
four hours, and the rapidity of evaporation 
was found to be inversely proportioned to 
the quantity absorbed. 


IN FOUR HOURS 
Quartz sand gave- up S7 per cent, to the 
heat of the sun ; light clay soil parted 
with 52 per cent, of ita water ; heavy clay 
with 40 per cent.; fine carbonate of lime 
with 28 per cent.; garden mold with 24.3 
per cent.; humus 25.5 per cent., and fine 
carbonate of magnesia lost only 10.8 per 
cent. 
We see that the sand not culy re­ 
tained less moisture, but it yielded almost 
all of it up to the atmosphere in the short 
space of four hours’ exposure to the sun. 
We need no extended practical experi­ 


ments to show us that of all soils it is 
the least desirable for hot climates. 
Also, 
when we know that water will rise to a 
much less hight in it than in most other 
soils, we see that we cannot hope to crop 
deep sandy 6oils to surface-rooted plants 
without plentiful irrigation. 
Clay soils 
absorbed re’atively twice as much water 
as did the sand, aud gave up less than 
one-half of its water to the atmosphere 
in the fixed time. 
Fine limestone and 
garden mold retained almost their own 
weight of water, and gave up leas than 
o e-third of it in the four hours ; humus 
absorbed almost twice its weight of water 
and lost only 25 per cent, by the evapora­ 
tion, and the fine carbonate of magnesia 
gave up only 10 S per c*nt. of the 256 
per cent, it absorbed. 
We thus see that 
the liner 


TH E SOIL PARTICLES, 
And hence the more surface exposed, the 
more water is absorbed by them, and the 
longer time is required to extract it by 
evaporation. 
Experiments were also made 
upon different grades of the same soil, and 
it was generally found that in those soils 
whose bulk was increased by grinding the 
imbibing power was also increased ; but 
that iu those like peat, humus, etc., in 
which the bulk was reduced by grinding, 
the amount of w ater ab-orbed by them was 
also reduced. 
The imbibing power, then, 
depends on the amount of sur ace exposed, 
and if the nature is such tl at the material 
is compressed aud rendered more compact 
by mechanical grinding, as in peat, mold, 
etc., the absorptive power is lessened by 
such action. 
An excessive retentive power 
is as injurious, though not so difficultly 
remedied as is a too leachy quality. 
Pure 
humus or clay not only absorbs and retains 
an excessive amount of water, but are, 
when dry, only slightly and slow ly intlu- 
er.c d by the summer rain ; and when once 
saturated they become soggy and “ cold.” 
With soils, as with many other things, a 
happy mean is about the most profitable 
aud satisfactory.

In 18GS, he was made Civil Lord of the Ad­ 
miralty, but resigned in 1870 “ on a point of 
conscience connected with the Government 
Education bill.” In 1878 he was elected to 
Parliament for the liorder Burgs, and at th e 
last geueral election he was made member for 
Hawick, a little Scotch constituency. 
He 
was rewarded for his allegiance lo Mr. Glad­ 
stone bv Heinz appointed Secretary to th e 
Admiralty on the formation of the new Gov­ 
ernment.

THE ENCOURAGEMENT OF ART. 


It would, perhaps, be just as weli for the man 
•*h » wrote of the virtues and beauties and benefits 
of the north wind not to put in an appearance in 
this Section until after the thing has blown over. 


There is in Sacramento an art society 
which, after three years of experiment, is 
about to take measures for establishing 
itself permanently, and which deserves 
mention both for what it is doing and for 
what it may do. It is called the Bric-a- 
Brac Club, and was organized as an am­ 
ateur association for the facilitation and 
encouragement of art culture. The artists 
of the city became members of it, and it 
numbered a great many really meritorious 
and painstaking art-students. At short 
intervals this club held reunions, at which 
the work done since the last meeting was 
exhibited and discussed and criticised, and 
at which general social intercourse was 
embellished by the musical and literary 
accomplishments of its members. These 
meetings have hitherto been held at the 
houses of citizens, and they have been in­ 
strumental in promoting sociability and in 
stimulating art enthusiasm. At length, 
however, it has been felt that the club 
ought to have some definite headquarters, 
aud so it has been proposed to give two 
entertainments at the theater, for the pur­ 
pose of assisting in this arrangement. The 
Bric-A-Brac Club has done much good in a 
quiet way hitherto, but its most important 
work haa consisted in the demonstration 
made by it of what can be accomplished 
through organization and perseverance in 
this direction. If, however, it were to 
content itself with the position it has al­ 
ready reached, it certainly would not have 
lived up to its opportunities, and to the 
end that it may not fall short of the possi­ 
bilities within it reach, we propose to offer 
a few* suggestions for its benefit. 
There is in England an association known 
as “ The Art Union of London.” It was 
established forty-five years ago, as its an­ 
nual report states, “ to promote the knowl­ 
ed g e and love of the Fine Arts, and 
44 their general advancement in the British 
44 Empire, by a wide diffusion of works of 
44 native artists ; and to elevate Art and to 
44 encourage its Professors, by creating an 
44 increased demand for their works, and 
44 an improved taste on the part of the 
44 public.” This is a very noble and com­ 
mendable programme, and it is one which 
the Brie a-Brae Club might very well 
adopt as their own. The London Art 
Union proceeds on the following plan. 
Whoever subscribes one guinea (say five 
dollars) becomes a member for one year. 
Every subscriber is entitled (1) to an im­ 
pression of one or more engravings pre­ 
pared exclusively for the Society ; and (2) 
to a chance in a drawing by which a large 
number of prizes, consisting of works of 
art, are distributed among the members 
annually. The prizes include the right to 
select some work of art from the value of 
fifty dollars to one thousand dollars or 
more, from one of the public exhibitions of 
the current year ; the said exhibitions con­ 
sisting of paintings, engravings, statuary, 
and various kinds of work in marble, por­ 
celain, bronze, iron, etc., all produced ex­ 
pressly for distribution as prizes. The 
subscriptions are devoted to the purchase 
of these works of art, after reserving two 
and a half per cenc. to form a fund for the 
purpose of procuring a gallery and other­ 
wise advancing the objects of the Associa­ 
tion. 
To give a clearer idea of the arrange­ 
ments of the Art-Union, we will sum­ 
marize the programme for last year. The 
subscriptions for 1SS0 amounted to about 
SH0,000. Of this amount $10,000 was to 
be expended in prizes, not counting the 
presentation work, which was a very costly 
one. In 18S1 it consisted of engravings of 
Mr. Frith’s celebrated Ilogarthian series 
entitled 44 The Hoad to Ruin. * There 
were five of these engravings in the series, 
and thus every subscriber to the Art-Union 
obtained, for five dollars, a series of splen­ 
did engravings, besides the chance of win­ 
ning one of 547 works of art. ranging in 
value from a£200 painting to a silver medal, 
but each and all real works of art, selected 
by a council of renowned artists and connois­ 
seurs. The popularity of this enterprise 
is attested by its wonderful vogue. The 
London Art-Union has subscribers in the 
very ends of the earth. In 18S1 it received 
no fewer than 230 subscriptions from South 
Australia alone, while a Sydney member 
carried off the $750 prize in the same year. 
And it has been of incalculable benefit to 
art in England and indeed all over the 
world. It has in fact fairly created a taste 
for art where it had no existence before, 
and, as the last report states, 44 it may be 
44 asserted, without room for contradiction, 
44 that amongst the masses of English art- 
44 ists now most esteemed by rightly judging 
44 people, a very largenumberareindebted, in 
44 a greater or less degree, to the Art-Union 
44 of London, for welcome aid, when first 
44 struggling on the lower rounds of the 
44 temple of fame—and not by a few this 
44 fact is often frankly acknowledged.” 
Now what the Art-Union of London has 
done for English Art, it is we think pos­ 
sible for the Brie-a-Brae Club to do for 
California Art, by moving on the same 
lines. 
A State Art-Union might with 
entire consistency be organized at the capi­ 
tal of the State, and by inviting subscriptions 
for the purchase of native art works, to be 
distributed annually among the subscribers, 
interest in the undertaking would be sus­ 
tained, native art would be encouraged, 
and the public taste at the same time be 
cultivated. It would doubtless be neces­ 
sary to modify the Art-Union programme 
so far as to omit the annual presentation 
engraving, but every other detail could 
be followed without change. All works of 
art could properly be included in the prize 
list : Painting, both oil and water colors ; 
drawing, in pencil, chalk, sepia, etc.; 
plaque and screen painting and China 
painting, embroidery and decorative art­ 
work of every description, 
would 
naturally be included. 
In this way 
a distinct and effective encouragement 
could be 
given to native 
talent, 
and a State pride would speedily 
be begotten which would ultimately tend 
to attract the influence of our wealthy 
men more and more toward local art 
enterprise. The scheme which we here 
propose affords a nucleus for a California 
Art School which will not be provincial, 
but which w’ill draw out whatever of real 
talent and ability the State can furnish, 
and create a home market for the products 
of this talent. And this noble and impor­ 
tant enterprise really seems to be made for 
the Bric-a-Brac Club to undertake. That 
organization has already almost worked 
out the somewhat narrow field it originally 
proposed to occupy. It haa proved stronger 
than it at first appeared. It has shown 
itself capable of earnest work. We believe 
that it can undertake the scheme we have 


suggested, and carry it out successfully. 
It certainly haB a much brighter horizon 
before it than the London Art Union had 
forty-five years ago. And if the club is 
prepared to accept this important and be­ 
neficent mission, we will take an early 
opportunity of following up this initial 
suggestion with some others which may 
tend to extend the influence of the Associ­ 
ation, and also to popularize it. 


FREE TRADE “ BOUR&ONISM ” 
A San Francisco journal which some­ 
times discusses Free Trade without com­ 
prehending it, has made a remarkable dis­ 
covery, namely, that 44outside of the 
44 schools the chief advocacy of Free Trade 
44 comes from the Bourbons of the press 
44 and of Congress.” Most people probably 
did not know before that the New York 
Nation, Times, Evening Post, the Chicago 
Tribune, the Boston Advertiser, the Cincin­ 
nati Gazette, and many other journals of 
supposed liberal and advanced views, 
represented the “ Bjurbonism” of the press. 
Our contemporary, however, has made this 
discovery, and at the same time has ascer­ 
tained to its own satisfaction that Adain 
Smith, Ricardo, .John Stuart Mill, Profess­ 
or Fawcett, McCulloch, Professor Sumner, 
David A. Wells, and company, are old 
fogies, and obsolete 44 doctrinarians,” and 
that Ben Butler, Henry Carey, and such 
distinguished economists, are the only re­ 
liable lights in this connection. Our con­ 
temporary, however, fairly overflows with 
wonderful discoveries. Here is another 
first-class 44 find.” 44 In school and at col- 
44 lege nearly everyone who has any posi- 
44 tive opinions on the subject is a free 
44 trader, 
while in the busy world 
44 outside almost everyone who has 
44 acquired 
a 
practical 
knowledge 
44 bearing on economic questions aud is not 
44 personally interested in foreign commerce 
44 may be set down as a protectionist.” 
This is singular, if true. 
But is it 
true ? At school aud in college it is usually 
sought to instill correct principles. These 
principles are necessarily based upon ac­ 
tual experience. Neither Adam Smith nor 
John Stuart Mill evolved their conclusions 
from their imaginations. They first ascer­ 
tained the facts, and then drew their in­ 
ferences from them. Political economy 
does not consist of “ abstract propositions,” 
as our contemporary appears to suppose. 
If, therefore, free trade principles are of a 
character to appeal with irresistible force 
to the unbiased mind, it must be because 
their demonstration is convincing. And it 
would be amazing indeed if the student 
whose opinion had been formed by close 
observation of actual phenomena should 
on going into the world find that these 
phenomena were somehow entirely different 
from their former appearance. In truth, 
however, the student finds no such change. 
Every intelligent man who has been well 
grounded in economic principles is and re­ 
mains an advocate of free trade. Every 
unprejudiced and educated man mrst 
be an advocate of free trade. For what is 
the converse of such a position ? Obvi­ 
ously, a belief in hampered and restricted 
trade. Is that an 44 advanced ” view ? Is 
that a view of which an intelligent repub­ 
lican need not be ashamed ? Is the propo­ 
sition that it is better to fetter trade than 
to have it free, a rational and an enlight­ 
ened one ? The fact is that Protection is 
Bourbon to the core. It is on the same in­ 
tellectual plane with religious intolerance, 
with press censorship, with sumptuary 
laws, with slavery. And any advocate of 
that medieval policy who is simple enough, 
like our contemporary, to admit that 
4*in school and in college nearly every one 
44 is a free trader,” thereby gives away the 
whole of his case. Protection is a system 
by which the few are enabled to rob the 
many, by first deceiving them. It has no 
economic justification and no moral de­ 
fense. It will last no longer than the 
period necessary to educate the American 
people to a full perception of the manner 
in which they are plundered and oppressed 
under it. 
PENDLETON’S REPORT. 
Senator Pendleton’s report on the Civi^ 
Service bill presents the salient facts o^ 
the case with commendable clearness and 
force. And every man who has any ac­ 
quaintance with politics knows that the 
impeachment of the existing system is ab­ 
solutely true in every particular. It is 
true that the spoils system has had, among 
other sinister results, the effect of degrad­ 
ing the Presidential office, and of compell­ 
ing whoever fills it to spend his time in 
reviewing the claims of candidates, and in 
deciding between rival claimants, and in 
hearing the statements of Congressmen 
about their friends for whom they want 
office. In short, the office has been changed, 
and, as Senator Pendleton points out, the 
enormous expansion of the Civil Service has 
increased and intensified these changes, 
until to-day the President is anything but 
the officer contemplated under the Consti­ 
tution. It is clear that unless this situa­ 
tion is altered and reformed the whole 
Government must become corrupted and 
demoralized. In fact it has already suf­ 
fered these evil medifications to a great 
extent. The spoils system has, however, 
demoralized Congress quite as much as the 
Executive, and Mr. Pendleton might have 
found arguments close at hand for the 
changes which he so ably advocates. It is 
unfortunately not at all probable that the 
present Congress will pass the Civil Service 
reform bill. It will not pass it unless it 
has reason to believe that it will remain a 
dead letter. For it has been tested on 
that issue, and it has already gone over to 
the side of the spoils system. Neverthe­ 
less, Mr. Pendleton will not, it is to be 
hoped, take his hand from the plow. Pub­ 
lic sentiment on this issue is growing more 
definite continually. The American peo­ 
ple will not much longer support or tolerate 
politicans who employ platforms only as 
44molasae8 to catch flies.” It is even pos­ 
sible that by 1SS4 the country will be ripe 
for the presentation of Civil Service reform 
as a positive issue, and when the time 
comes the spoils system will be abolished 
&t one blow. 


SPAIN AND EUROPEAN AFFAIRS. 
It is said that Spain contemplates the 
possibility of an active policy in regard to 
Northern Africa, in the event of a spread 
of the Moslem fanaticism which haa been 
inflamed by the French course in TuniB. 
There is some apprehension that the inter­ 
vention of France in Egypt may be 
seized upon by the Mussulmans as an 
excuse for a general uprising, in which 
event Spain thinks her opportunity will 
consist. Three hundred years ago the 
ideas and intentions of Spain upon a ques­ 


tion of this kind would have been of the 
first importance to all Europe, but now it 
does not add anything to our belief in 
her ability to be told that she has an army 
of 130,000 men. For it is a long time 
since Spanish armies have done anything 
at all remarkable, outside of their speed 
record. They have run away scores of 
times. They have deserted their allies 
with every circumstance of poltroonery and 
shame. They have established a notori­ 
ety for preposterous braggadocio and actual 
cowardice. All their valor has been ex­ 
pended in tumults and insurrections. In­ 
stead of destroying the enemy they have 
generally preferred to murder their own 
officers and to plunder their own country­ 
men. It is true that the Moors also have 
degenerated, and that they no longer 
resemble the martial race that swept 
Spain from the sea to the mountains in 
former days. But then they had to con­ 
tend with a warlike people, and now they 
would have to encounter a nation of 
empty boasters and feeble fighters. We 
do not think that a modern Spanish army 
is greatly to be relied on or greatly to be 
feared by any power. If such an army 
undertakes active operations in Africa, it 
is very likely to be dispersed in the first 
battle, no matter who or what its antago­ 
nists are. And neither Bismarck nor the 
Pope can put into the superstition-ridden 
and emasculated Spanish nation the vigor 
and pith which centuries of bigotry and 
priestly tyranny have deprived it of. 


A NEW EXPERIMENT. 
Oae of the provisions in the new Repres­ 
sion bill authorizes the infliction of heavy 
fines, in the shape of compensation, upon 
districts in which outrages have occurred, 
and the perpetrators are shielded by the 
people. This is an experiment which haa 
sometimes been tried in war times with 
particularly good effect, and it seems quite 
possible that it may serve the same pur­ 
pose in Ireland. The sympathy of the 
people with the moat detestable and cow­ 
ardly criminals has just been assumed by 
Mr. Dillon, in contradiction ot Mr. Glad­ 
stone’s theory that the shielding of these 
brutes was due to intimidation. Certainly 
Mr. Gladstone’s view is very much the 
least discreditable to the Irish people, for 
whereas if 
they are terrorized it is 
possible to believe them not in sym­ 
pathy with the outrages, on the other 
hypothesis they must be supposed to be 
as ferocious, cruel and treacherous as the 
ruffians they shelter. In either case, how­ 
ever, the fining of a district given over to 
outrages is calculated to do good, for if the 
whole population are in sympathy with the 
criminals they ought to share the penalties of 
the outrages; and if they are not in sympathy 
with the outrages they will be moved to 
assist justice in laying hold upon the actual 
wrongdoers. It is also possible that if as. 
sasrination and mutilation and the other 
atrocities which are bo frequent in Ireland, 
are made very expensive to all concerned, 
they will be looked upon less complacently 
by the Irish people generally. The experi­ 
ment seems well worth trying, in any 
event, and if Dillon is right it cannot be 
complained of as unjust in principle. 


THE MESCALERO 
APACHES. 
The Agent of the Mescalero Apaches 
writes to the Department of the Interior 
that since Congress has failed to make 
appropriations for subsisting them it will be 
prudent to transfer them to the War 
Department, inasmuch as their provisions 
will be exhausted by July 1st, and as they 
have no means of supporting themsels'es 
it will then be impossible to keep them 
on the reservation. Starvation being their 
only prospect under the existing circum­ 
stances, the Agent thinks that troops 
should be detailed to make them starve 
quietly, for as he sensibly remarks 44noth- 
“ ing short of fear can compel them to 
44 remain on the reservation and starve.” 
And now if Congress, as usual, fails to do 
anything in the premises, and these In­ 
dians, finding themselves doomed to star­ 
vation, break out of the reservation and 
go to plundering to subsist themselves, 
we have no doubt it will be said that their 
conduct is a fresh proof of the incorrigible 
nature of the 14 red devils,” and that it 
shows the necessity of shooting them all. 
If Congress means to kill them it would be 
much more 44 practical” to have them shot 
down while they are on the reservation. 
In that case they would have taken no 
lives and destroyed no property. As it 
is, however, the Agent’s sarcastic appeal 
will probably produce no effect, and when 
the provisions are exhausted the Mesca­ 
lero Apaches will go on the warpath in 
accordance with immemorial custom. 
That is the way we govern the Indians. 
It is surprising that we should ever have 
any trouble with them. 


SACRIFICING SUBSTANCE FOR 8HAD0W. 
Bismarck appears to have been sacrificing 
substance for shadow of late years in a 
very surprising and indeed lamentable 
way. In order to obtain the means of 
forcing upon Germany a number of bad and 
mischievous domestic measures he has 
abandoned all his gains in the struggle 
with the Vatican, and has allowed the 
Pope to secure an attitude of dominance 
over the State. His submission to Rome 
has been complete and unconditional. He 
has surrendered everything, and he haa 
received nothing in return. And all this 
enormous and dangerous sacrifice to the 
end that the internal condition of the 
Empire might be made very much worse 
than before. Never in fact did a really 
great man labor so hard to undo the best 
work of his own most useful years. Had 
Bismarck died in 1S71 he would have been 
his country’s greatest hero for centuries to 
to come. But ever since the consolidation 
of the Empire was achieved he seems to 
have been laboring to produce a state of 
affairs actually incompatible with its cohe­ 
sion after his death. His mania for paternal 
government, in fact, Í3 very plainly sowing 
the seeds of a revolutionary Bpirit whose 
ultimate explosion may reduce Germany 
once more into fragments. 


MELVILLE AND THE SENATE. 
The Senate has indefinitely postponed a 
resolution of thanks proposed for Melville, 
late Chief Engineer of the Jeannette. Of 
course this action is under the circum­ 
stances almost equivalent to an impeach­ 
ment of Melville, and it is therefore the 
more necessary to inquire upon what 
grounds it was taken. The presumption is 
that the Senate has done this thing on the 
strength of a rumor to the effect that 
Melville did not show sufficient energy in 


party. Such a charge has been made, but 
so far as we are aware it rests upon no 
sufficient foundation. Melville, it appears 
from his letters, was satisfied that De Long 
and his companions had perished soon 
after the two messengers from the De Long 
party came in. It is a fair presumption 
that in coming to this conclusion he was 
guided by knowledge which fully justified 
him in it. Certainly the facts themselves 
prove that his belief was well founded, for 
it is now certain that De Long and his 
party must have been dead when the two 
messengers arrived, or very soon thereafter. 
Melville was on the ground, and knew 
what could and what could not be done. 
There is no reason to suspect him of faint­ 
heartedness or lack of energy, in fact, and 
the action of the United States Senate in 
thus casting public reproach upon a brave 
officer who has just gone through great 
hardships in the service of his country, is 
ill calculated to increase the efficiency or 
the enthusiasm of the navy, or to make 
posts of danger welcome to the members 
of that branch of the service. 


THE IRISH EVICTIONS. 
The Parnellites are complaining that 
evictions are still proceeding, and that they 
are hardening the hearts of the Irish 
people against the Government, and mak* 
ing them cease to regret the Dublin assas­ 
sinations. Of course the Parnellites would 
be very sorry if their countrymen should 
cease to regret those crimes ; but if they 
are sincere in their desire to prevent this, 
why do they so act in Parliament as to 
hinder the passage of the measure which 
would put a stop to the evictions ? The 
Arrears of Rent bill is the measure to which 
we refer. It cannot be approached until 
the Repression bill has been acted upon. 
The Repression bill is not aimed at law- 
abiding citizens, but at criminals. Its 
avowed and undoubted purpose is to re­ 
store order aud protection for life and 
property, to Ireland. 
Why should the 
Parnellites attack and oppose such a law, 
and speak of it as though it were in some 
way an outrage upon the Irish people ? 
They must see, with the rest of the 
world, that the present state of affairs in 
that country is intolerable. The statistics 
of outrages published a few days ago were 
enough to appal any one. No country 
which permits such a flood of crime to 
sweep over it can hope to prosper, and 
the most astonishing feature of the 
case is that whatever measures are 
proposed to put a stop to this anarchy are 
instantly denounced as injuries. It might 
be thought that the Parnellites wished to 
maintain the existing condition of things, 
if they did not declare that they deplore 
it. But since they deplore it, why do they 
not help the Government to put down 
crime with the strong hand? Why do 
they take the part of obstructionists, and 
thus really keep up the agitation which 
issues in these murders and outrages ? 
They say the Repression Act is severe and 
stringent. Well, is it not about time for 
the Government to introduce severe and 
stringent measures when the law is set at 
naught, when a list of between fourteen 
and fifteen hundred outrages in less than a 
twelvemonth has just been capped by a 
double assassination almost without a 
parallel for atrocity ? The fact is that the 
complaints against Coercion and Repres­ 
sion Acts are becoming preposterous in 
view of the actual condition of Ireland, 
and the position of Parnell and his follow­ 
ers is rendered anomalous and irrational 
by the glaring contrast between their pro­ 
fessions and their practice. 


PROCEEDING MORE CAUTIOUSLY. 
Secretary Teller now states that he does 
not propose a general and simultaneous dis­ 
armament of the Indians, but that he 
intends to get their arms from them little 
by little, as opportunity presents. This is 
a much more prudent resolve than his first 
one, for there are not enough troops in the 
United States to disarm all the Indians at 
once, and the only effect of such an experi­ 
ment would probably be to create a demand 
for a new army. If, however, the Indians 
can be talked into surrendering their arms, 
so that they do it cheerfully, that is quite 
another question. It is true that there 
may he some doubts as to the persuasive 
powers of the Indian Agents in such a 
cause, but no harm can come from making 
the attempt. Aud if the «Secretary has 
fresh occupations of a peaceful nature ready 
for the disarmed Indians, as he suggests, 
the experiment can be carried a step 
further. We confess we have little confi­ 
dence in its results, partly because we 
think the Indians are not at all likely to 
6ee the point of the new policy, and partly 
because even if they could be induced to 
give up the arms they have now, no guar­ 
antee could be had that they would not 
procure other weapons as soon as they 
wanted them. 
In fact the disarming 
project appears to us to indicate on the 
part of Mr. Teller a very vague and un­ 
trustworthy view of Indian character ; a 
view suggestive rather of Secretary Hunt’s 
ideas on nautical matters than the well- 
considered conclusions of a Secretary hav­ 
ing personal experience of such matters. 


and wornout fallacies with a certain grim 
enthusiasm, and when all the world has left 
them far behind they will continue to hold 
meetings and pass resolutions, and believe 
that they alone have the truth with them, 
and that the masses of men are wed­ 
ded to error. It ia not worth while to 
try to enlighten this class of people, for 
they are of those who, according to the 
scriptures, cannot be separated from their 
folly even by grinding them ia a mortar : a 
process, it ia scarcely necessary to say, far 
too harsh and uncompromising ever to be 
seriously thought of in the land of the free 
and the home of the brave. 


AN INSTRUCTIVE EXAMPLE. 
All history teaches that power is sure to 
be abused if unchecked, and that weakness 
Í9 sure to be oppressed, if not protected. 
Nor does the acceptance of democratic doc­ 
trines by a people predispose them any 
more to magnanimity or equity. Republi­ 
can institutions are not more effective than 
monarchical in modifying the natural 
tendency to crush the feeble which is a 
manifestation of those primordial laws on 
the inexorable working of which depends 
the survival of the fittest. A case in point 
has recently occurred. The Senate Rail­ 
road Committee has reported on a bill to 
incorporate the Cherokee Central Railroad 
and Telegraph Company, and it appears 
from the report that it is not proposed to 
ask the permission of the Indians, through 
whose lands the projected road is to be 
carried. If it were contemplated to put a 
road through land owned by white citi­ 
zens, as a matter of course arbitration and 
compensation would be provided for where 
condemnation was necessary. But with 
Indians the case is different. 
It is 
not thought necessary to treat them 
as if they had any rights. 
The 
bill 
referred 
to 
merely authonzee 
the Indian local authorities “ to have ju­ 
risdiction for the proper protection of 
44 their nations or citizens from I099 or 
44 damage sustained by them in consequence 
44 of any unauthorized actions or doings of 
44 the company,” and the report thinks 
that in view of this provision the Indian 
authorities 44cannot reasonably withhold 
44 their approval of the right of way grant- 
44 ed by the bill to said company.” But 
if the 
Indians should regard the 
matter from a different standpoint, then, 
say the committee, 44 their action would 
44 be regarded in no other light than an 
44 unreasonable obstruction to the imperative 
44 demands of the commerce of the coun- 
44 try 
which is to say, that in that case 
the road will be built in spite of the oDpo- 
sition of the Indians. Now what is par­ 
ticularly interesting about this whole 
matter is, that nothing is said of offering 
to compensate the Indians for the proposed 
invasión of their territory. It is beyond 
question that such an invasion will be a 
flagrant violation of treaty rights, and in 
fact an outrage such as CoDgress would not 
dare to offer to a foreign power. But the 
Indians are treated precisely as though 
they had no rights which a white man was 
bound to respect ; as if, in short, it were 
preferable to insult and rob and injure 
them than to treat them fairly. There íb 
no reason to suppose that they would offer 
any resistance to the projected railroad if 
they were approached properly, and given 
a fair compensation, but it appears deter­ 
mined that they shall not be compensated, 
and that their rights shall be trampled 
under foot in the most wanton way. It 
is really a difficult thing to believe that a 
Congressional Committee capable of making 
so nefarious a proposition as this can be 
composed of honest men. 


IGNATIEFF AND THE JEWS. 


THE GREENB ACKERS. 
It seems that there are still some Green- 
backers in Pennsylvania, and that they 
think themselves strong enough to put up 
a «State ticket. Oae sign of their weak­ 
ness, however, consists iu their introduc­ 
tion of a number of other issues of a hetero­ 
geneous character, partly anti-monopolist 
and partly protectionist. It is possible 
that they may muster enough votes to add 
another element of uncertainty to the 
coming campaign, which is already trian­ 
gular, and which they wish to make quad­ 
rangular. That their numbers will be 
smaller than at the last election is to be 
presumed, since the spread of knowledge 
is continually extinguishing in some minds 
the fallacies upon which such parties sub­ 
sist. It is not to be expected that the kind 
of people who naturally take to Green- 
backism will become extinct for a long 
time, however. There will always be a 
certain small percentage of perverse and 
half-opened mentalities which are inca­ 
pable of seeing things straight, and which 
can be relied upon to take the wrong side 
of every issue. The fact that there has 
ceased to be any excuse for the survival 
of 
Greenbackism 
is 
not 
sufficient 
to send these people back to the ranks of 
common8en8e. The truth ia that they have 
no affinity for what Carlyle used to call 
44 the Eternal Verities.” They are intel­ 
lectual 44 crankB,” and such they will re­ 
main to the end, in all probability. They 
will go on supporting obsolete delusions 


Why General Ignatieff should have set 
his diplomatic heart so strongly upon the 
expulsion of the Jew9 from Russia is a 
question not easily answered. Clearly, 
however, he considered that measure neces­ 
sary to the success of his domestic policy, 
and having been defeated by the Ministry 
upon it he has become sulky, and it is now 
said contemplates resignation. The Min­ 
isters who refused to agree to the expulsion 
of the Jews based their action upon the 
loss involved to the .State in the enforce­ 
ment of such a policy. They say that 
Russia has already incurred damages 
amounting to over $100,000,000 through 
the persecution of the Jews, and that to 
drive them all out of the country would 
come near to bankrupting the latter. It is 
possible that this is one of the results 
¿gnatieff desires to bring about. 
Or 
perhaps his main object is to flatter 
the peasants by seeming to concede 
their 
prejudiced 
demands. 
Ignatieff 
has been charged 
with 
the evo­ 
lution of 
a domestic policy which 
should produce peace and safety from the 
Nihilists, and he appears to have thought 
from the first that it was prudent to de­ 
liver the Jews up to the populace as scape­ 
goats for the Court and the Czar. As, 
however, the persecution of the Jews has 
not had the effect of quieting the Nihilists 
or making the coronation of the Czar a 
safe proceeding, the new programme is iu 
a great measure discredited, and the Min­ 
istry probably, not believing greatly in 
Ignatieff, were glad of an opportunity to 
check him. Certainly he has not been at 
all successful thus far, and want of b u c c c ss 
at such a crisis must soon lead to disgrace, 
so that his proposed resignation may be 
little more than an attempt to anticipate 
dismissal. The Russian statesman who 
can restore order to the empire, and put 
down Nihilism, has not yet been found. 


C0MPUL30RY RETIREMENTS. 
The veteran army officers are greatly 
disturbed by the bill to compel them to 
retire from the service after a certain age, 
but sufficient attention has hardly been 
given to the ludicrous feature of this busi­ 
ness. 
General Sherman was at first 
strongly in favor of the bill, which he re­ 
garded as calculated to brighten up the 
army wonder/ully by clearing it of fossils. 
But after he had arranged at Washington 
to support it with all the influence he could 
bring to bear, and when he had started on 
a Western tour, the startling intelligence 
reached him that if it was passed he him­ 
self would have to retire under its pro­ 
visions, and also General «Sheridan. Sher­ 
man lost no time in dispatching orders to 
have the bill 44hung up ” until he could 
get back to Washington, and now it is 
understood that he is exerting himself to 
have it modified so as to exempt himself 
and Sheridan from its operation. The 
younger officers are of course in favor of 
it, and as it would apply only to men who 
have long since ceased to be fit for active 
service, and are consequently only ob­ 


structing the path of the active officers, it 
is probably in the interest of army effi­ 
ciency, and Bhould pass. 


WAITING FOR THE END. 
It is said that there is great curiosity to 
see the execution of Guiteau. Perhaps 
the curio8ity-8eekers had better restrain 
themselves until the Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia has decided 
whether or not the assassin shall have a 
new trial. But supposing that the posi­ 
tions of his counsel are not indorsed by 
the Court, it will still be desirable that Guit­ 
eau s execution should partake as little as 
possible of the character of a spectacle. 
We are glad to know that the laws of the 
District prohibit all display on snch occa­ 
sions, and that visitors cannot be admitted 
to the jail to witness the execution. He 
should be hanged as quietly as possible, 
that his detestable vanity may derive no 
consolation from the last scene, and also 
that the fools who seek such morbid grati­ 
fication may for once be disappointed. 


THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 
The President is greatly worried by ap­ 
plications for appointment on the Tariff 
Commission. Every great protected inter­ 
est wants representation upon it. and none 
of them are willing to have any economist 
of reputation appointed. The Massachu­ 
setts protectionists object to Edward At­ 
kinson, of Boston, whoso name has been 
suggested. Mr. Atkinson is a Free Trader, 
and one of tho best informed statisticians 
and political economists in the conntry. 
That is not the class of men wanted on the 
Commission. Such men cannot be cajoled 
nor bullied into making reports in favor of 
protection. If the President listens to his 
present advisers he will have a Commission 
which will not even do the protectionist» 
any good ; it will be so palpably their own 
creature. 
A PROPER FINDING. 
We are glad that the mean Marseillaise 
who tried to take from the ex Empress 
Eugenie a chateau which they had pre­ 
sented to her have been signally defeated 
in the Courts, and that they have also 
been condemned to pay all the costs of 
the proceedings. 
It was a base and 
shameful act od their part, and a cutting 
satire on French chivalry. A community 
capable of tryiDg to rob a widow who has 
suffered such afflictions as have befallen 
that poor lady, deserves the execration and 
contempt of the civilized world, and this 
the municipality of Marseilles has earned, 
in addition to the bill of coBts, which we 
hope will be a heavy one.

T h e F lu te , A n c ie n t a n d M o d e rn .— 
A very interesting lecture on the above­ 
named subject was given recently at the 
l>ondon Institution, by John Radchff, be­ 
fore aJarge and interested audience. The 
lecture pointed out that the flute was per­ 
haps the oldest musical instrument in the 
world, leaving oat of acconnt instruments 
of percussion, which are really nothing 
more than noise-making machines. The 
earliest form of the pipe, the precursor of 
the flute, was the hollow reed, which when 
stopped by the finger of the blower gave 
forth a single sound. Then came the col­ 
lection of such reeds kno*n as the 44 Pan­ 
dean pipes,” wiiich were probably the same 
as the 44 organ ” of the Bible. The utility 
of holes pierced in the side of the reed was 
next discovered, and thus a considerable 
advance in the art of flute-making was 
brought abwut. Mr. Radcliff exhibited 
aud played upon some of these elementary 
instruments. An Egyptian pipe, called the 
Arghool, which the lecturer paid was still 
used by boatmen on the Nile, has two 
reeds, one with holes for the production of 
something resembling & tune, the other 
actiDg merely as a drone. The leg-bones 
of large birds or animals were sometimes 
made into flutes ; hence the use of the 
name 44 tibia ” for instruments of this char­ 
acter. The lecturer then went on to show 
how improvements had, one by one, been 
effected, illustrating his remarks by won­ 
derfully skillful exhibitions of the powers 
of the various instruments described. A 
brilliant performance by Mr. Radcliff and 
his pupil, Mr. Hollir, on modern flutes, 
brought this most interesting and instruct­ 
ive lecture to a conclusion. 
In the time of William the Conqueror, 
an English pound was an actual pound’s 
weight of silver and coined into twenty 
shillings. Now a pound is worth lets than 
four ounces of silver and is coined into 
sixty-six shillings.

It produced twelve cords of 
four-foot wood, forty tiers of two-foot 
wood, and twenty-five tiers of sixteen-inch 
stove-wood, besides a huge pile of rough 
wood, branches and bark, which was 
burned up on the ground. The tree con­ 
tained fifty pounds of delicious honey.—

YYe have 
no such reason. 
March is the worst kind 
of winter, and April is usually only a 
modification thereof, while May 1/tars com­ 
monly a very close resemblance to summer. 
In this immediate latitude there are really 
but two seasons in the year 
summer and 
winter ; the former extending from about 
May 1st to the close of October ; the latter 
from November to the end of April. 
In 
any sort of calculation, we may as well 
om it spring and autumn, which do not ex­ 
ist out of the imagination and the rhyming 
effusions of the weekly newspapers. 
The 
weather 
we 
have 
been 
having 
for 
weeks past has been of little benefit to 
anybody, except physicians and under­ 
takers. 
It has been singularly 


P R O D rtT IVE or PNEUMONIA— 
More than 200 deaths having occurred from 
this disease in the last fortnight— and nat­ 
urally enough, since the temperature has 
been b o variable—20' to 2.V in 24 hours. 
Often between 11 A. M. and 2 p. m. it will 
be decidedly warm ; but by 3 or 4 o'clock 
there will be a sharp chill in the air. 
The 
mornings would be genial and the evenings 
bleak, or the evenÍDgs mild aud the morn­ 
ings cold. 
No one has known how to dress 
from day to d a y ; whether to open the 
windows or kindle fresh fires ; whether to 
leave for the country the following week 
or defer the annual departure for another 
month. 
Such sudden changes are the most 
prolific canseB of pneumonia, which can 
scarcely be guarded against, and which arc 
as likely to carry off an athlete as an inva­ 
lid, a child as an old man, a very abstemi­ 
ous person as a debauchee. 
Pneumonia is 
very prevalent, I believe, on the California 
coast, particularly in the region around 
San Francisco. 
But I kuow of no neigh­ 
borhood in which there are so many and so 
fatal cases as here and hereabout. 
It 
seems as if half the people who die, die of 
pneumonia. 
If one reads the obituary 
columns, one will find an alarming propor­ 
tion of the mortality due to that ailment. 
K idney trouble, in some form, is another 
prolitic 
SOURCE OP DISSOLUTION. 
These two disorders, it would appear, kill 
three-quarters or Beven-eighths of our pop­ 
ulation. 
Physicians express surprise at 
the remarkable increase of the two dis­ 
eases and tneir growing fatality. 
If a 
N ew Y’orker might be insured against those 
distempers, he would have, I should sup­ 
pose, a very fair chance of attaining con­ 
spicuous longevity. 
A fertile cause of 
pneumonia is attending funerals at this un­ 
settled season. The windows of the houses 
are generally opened, as they Bhould be, 
and sitting or Btanding in a draft is always 
dangerous. 
Besides, going to the grave, 
and standing hatless in the open air, is 
the reverse of prudent. 
There íb no place 
where persons are apter to take cold than 
at a funeral ; and a cold, though ordinarily 
regarded as a trifle, is full of peril, and 
ever the beginning of pneumonia. 
I have 
heard of a score of deaths in the last three 
months from pneumonia, contracted at 
funerals. 
Seven persons got pneumonia 
from going to funerals early in April, and 
three of the cases proved fatal. 
Thus 
funerals beget funerals, and death, in a 
sense, becomes contagious. 


A MAN OF MULTITUDINOUS FRIENDS. 
The last number of the N orth American 
contains a paper, “ Days with Longfellow,” 
by Samuel YY'ard, who is better known as 
Sam. YY’ard—lobbyist, dinner-giver, epi­ 
cure and man of the world. 
Those ac­ 
quainted with him in those capacities alone 
w ill hardly recognize him as a litterateur, 
although he haB been such from his youth. 
YVard is a strange and versatile character. 
N o one I can think of has so thoroughly 
combined the scholar, adventurer, gour­ 
met, traveler, author, connoisseur and man 
about town. 
He is indeed wholly excep­ 
tional ; 
he is full of oppoBites and sur­ 
prises, and has had, on the whole, a remark­ 
able and diversified career. 
He has had 
several fortunes, and spent them in pro­ 
digal, though not in vulgar fashion; for he 
has culture, delicacy and taste, and is not 
inclined to mere display, or excess of any 
kind. 
He was well born, well bred, well 
educated ; being the son of Samuel Ward, 
of the firm of Prince, Ward & King, once 
the largest and best-known private bankers 
in New Y’ork. 
His first wife was a sister 
of the present John Jacob Astor, and 
grand-daughter of the firat John Jacob, 
who founded the fortunes of the family. 
After her death he married, in Paris, the 
daughter of a British physician, and agreed 
w ith her so ill that they 


SEPARATED BY MUTUAL CONSENT. 
That must have been 40 years ago, and 
he has never since sought to enlarge his 
connubial experience, owing, perhaps, to 
his bad luck in wives. 
YY’hile bis father 
was rich the younger Samuel was liberally 
supplied with money, and he also got con­ 
siderable property by his first wife; but 
the disastrous failure of tfce house of 
which his father was a member, prevented 
the continuance of the paternal allowance, 
and then his inroads upon the means 
gained by h iB Astor alliance soon dissipated 
them. 
His change of circumstances came 
while he was still abroad, and as it has 
always been impossible for him to live 
without a large supply of money, from 
some source, he decided to return to his 
native land 
in order to replenish 
his 
exchequer. 
This was about the time of 
the gold excitement ia California and the 
great 
immigration 
thither. 
He 
went, 
with thousands of others, to the Pacific 
coast, and made—some say by his connec­ 
tion with a bank bearing a scriptural 
name—as much as $300,001) or $400,000. 
H e came back East with his new fortune, 
and lived sumptuously, while it lasted. 
H e was variously occupied here and in 
Europe for some years, and, after the 
breaking out of the civil war, appeared in 
W ashington as a lobbyist. 
Excellently 
qualified for such employment, from his 
wide acquaintance with public and promi­ 
nent men ; from his agreeable address and 
conspicuous social tact, he had rare suc­ 
cess, and was presently recognized as the 
chief of the lobby. 
Uinner-givmg was his 
strung point, and few of Ward's political 
guests were able to resist his arguments in 
favor of or against any bill or ineasute, 
after they had partaken of his dainty and 


BOUNTEOUS HOSPITALITY. 
Som e idea of what he considers a modest 
dinner may be gathered from this anec­ 
dote. 
A noted New Y’ork financier, who 
was interested in having a certain matt/ r 
brought before Congreso, mentioned it to 
Ward. 
The lobbyist told him the thing 
could be easily arranged by giving a little 
dinner to a lew of his friends. 
“ All 
right,” said the financier, “ go ahead.” 
Three weeks later a bill was sent in from 


the lea/ling restaurant, and it amounted to 
some $1,500. 
That is Sam Ward’s under­ 
standing of a little dinner. 
Ward has now 
retired from the lobby, having made an­ 
other fortune, this time by operating in 
Wall street, backed by the counsel and as­ 
sistance of James K. Keene, Charles J. 
Osborne, \Y. E. Conner, Kufus Hatch, 
Wm. II. Travers, George M. 
Pullman, 
Horace Porter, Junius Morgan and others. 
Ills home is here, and he frequently enter­ 
tains his fricmls at his rooms in Clinton 
place. 
Several vears since, 
James II. 
Keene gave him $50,000 as an evidence of 
his appreciation of W ard's kindness in 
taking care of him through a long illness. 
Ward recently insisted on returning the 
amount, having acquired sufficient means 
of his own. 
The ex lobbyist is entirely 
good-hearted and generous to a fault. 
II 
owns so many graces of mind and manner 
that he creates Iriends everywhere. 
He is 
on intimate terms with Wm. M. Evarts, 
Henry Ward Beecher, I.-ster Wallack, 
James Gordon 
Bennett, 
EJwin 
Booth, 
Samuel J. Tilden, Oliver Wendell Holmes. 
John Kelly, August Belmont, S. L. M. 
Barbour, Kev. Dr. Henry C. Potter, Pieire 
Lorillard, John G. W hittier, Royal Phelps, 
Dr. 
Kordyce Barker, George Bancroft, 
Wm. H. Vanderbilt and 


MOST PROMINENT MEN, 
W hatever their calling, throughout the land. 
He ia ou a familiar footing, too, with Glad­ 
stone, Gambetta, Bismarck, Countde Cham- 
bord, 
Dom Pedro (of 
Brazil), 
Robert 
Browning, 
the Prince of YVales, Alfred 
Tennyson, Victor Hugo, Thomas Huxley, 
Cardinal Manning, the Archbishop of Y ork, 
King Umberto, Kossuth, Count Andrassy, 
Herbert Spencer, the Duke of Argyle, and 
any number of the celebrities of the Old 
World. 
Few men living in a private sta­ 
tion have so many distinguished acquaint­ 
ances. 
He coulft write up reminiscences of 
almost any notable as readily as he has 
written those 
of 
Longfellow. 
H e is 
a mine of information ; 
he is a critical 
Greek and 
I.atin 
scliolar, 
a 
modern 
linguist, a brilliant talker, a delightful com­ 
panion, and has a commanding genius for 
dinners. 
Notwithstanding the tamt of ad­ 
venturer that clings to him, he seems to be 
thoroughly liked by everybody, who holds 
that, if he 1/e not overweighted with 
principle, he ia certainly a very good fel­ 
low. 
Sam YY'ard must be close upon 70 
n o w ; he is stout, short-necked, ruddy, 
bold, wholly amiable, aud ever beaming 
with the memory of 
numberless good 
stories and deliciouB dinners, 


THE REVERSE SIDE OF THE PICTURE. 
. Another advance in prices has been 
made here within a few weeks, and as 
they were very high before, the last up­ 
ward turn must be serious in its conse­ 
quences. 
The advance is in necessities as 
well as in luxuries. 
Meats and household 
provisions are materially dearer ; so are 
rents, articles of wearing apparel, and 
nearly everything else. 
No city in the 
world of any age or of settled conditions 
begins to be so expensive as this is. 
It is 
not strange that the outside public marvels 
how New Y orkers live ; they marvel at it 
themselves. 
W ith fully se.en eigh th s of 
our entire population life is a constant and 
bitter struggle. 
The circumstances 
of 
more than half a million of people—the 
laboring and 
mechanic tenement-house 
class — may well be considered despe­ 
rate. 
since 
they have no 
prospect of 
relief from their unwholesome and de­ 
moralizing environment. 
Then there are 
some hundreds of thousands of native 
Americans, intelligent, 
educated, indus­ 
trious, more or less fastidious, who depend 
on salaries and shop-keeping, and who at 
best merely eke out a subsistence. 
On all 
these, an increase of fifteen to twenty per 
cent, in the cost of living is a great hard­ 
ship, especially when they have no corre­ 
sponding power to earn. 
Nobody imagines 
how much self denial they are forced to 
practice, but they must strain to provide 
for themselves decently, and keep out of 
debt. 
There is far more privation among 
them than would be believed ; for they are 
too proud to com plain; they carefully con­ 
ceal their needs and their sufferings. They 
keep up appearances when the reality is 
sad enough. They may not be fairly driven 
to the wall, though they are continually 
tending thereto. 
They live a half-life, 
leaning on hopes that are never realized. 
The gloomy inside of a great city is mnch 
of the time presented to them. 
It is esti­ 
mated that 
A SMALL FAMILY, 
A man and wife and two children, cannot 
get on here with any degree of comfort for 
lesa than $5,000 a year. 
If this be correct; 
and I am confident it is, the bulk of N ew 
Y’orkera must have a hard experience. 
How do they manage? 
To what shifts do 
ttiey revert ? 
Who supplies necessary de­ 
ficiencies ? 
No answer has ever been given 
to such questions, nor is any likely to be 
given. 
Despite the activity of business 
and the general prosperity, thousands of 
persons are at present seeking employment 
in vain. 
As a rule, they have no special 
trade, no particular training in any kind of 
work. Many of them are foreigners, freshly 
arrived ; more are persons from the coun­ 
try, drawn thither by the report of the 
commercial briskness prevalent in town. 
The growing needs of the multitude may 
be judged by the fact that the number of 
women employed in the city is steadily 
augmenting. 
They now fill all sorts of 
situations. 
Formerly 
they 
were 
in 
the main teachers, seamstresses, milliners, 
dress-makere, lecturers, domestics : to-day 
they are saleswomen, florists, accountants, 
telegraph operators, bar-maids, physicians, 
solicitors, journalists, cashiers, correspond­ 
ents, managers, copyists, authors, clerks 
and small manufacturers of divers kinds. 
They are constantly entering into new in­ 
dustries, and supporting not pareuts only, 
but brothers and husbands, who are in­ 
valids, physically or mentally, or indolent 
or incompetent, and base enough to be pet­ 
ticoat pensioners rather than honorable 
suicides. 
But has New Y’ork ever been 
making more money or spending more lav­ 
ishly than it is now ? 
Brobably not. 
But 
the New York that makes a deal of money 
and 
spends 
lavishly 
is 
only a few 
thousands ; while they who are poor and 
struggling and twiBting aud turning aud 
pinching to keep at a dull, dreary level, 
muBt be counted by the hundreds of 
thousands. 
VARIETIES. 
The erection of a new and elegant family 
hotel, something like the Y’endome in Bos­ 
ton, but to exceed it in cost and elaborate 
appointment, is contemplated on the vacant 
lots at the southeast corner of Fifth Avenue 
and Fifty-seventh street. 
Several capital­ 
ists are interested in the enterprise. 
When William H. Vanderbilt was born, 
some Bixty years ago, his father, Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, was not worth, it is said, $100,- 
C00. 
But the Commodore died with an 
estate of $50,000,000, and his eldest son’s 
property is asserted to have a value to-day 
of more than $100,000,000. 
YVith what 
amazing rapidity vast fortunes increase ! 
The widow of Frank I/eslie—his second 
wife—has, eince his death, taken entire 
charge of his business, as he desired her to 
do so, and has bronght his complicated 
affairs into excellent shape. 
She has paid 
off all his creditors with whom he had com­ 
promised ; won several important suits in­ 
stituted against her, and is personally su­ 
perintending and conducting the publish­ 
ing of ten weeklies and monthlies, spending 
nine or ten hours daily at the office in 
Park Place. 
She is an incarnation of busi­ 
ness, although she is, I hear, an accom­ 
plished and interesting woman, and clears 
some $200,000 annually, which is entirely 
her own. 
In legal phrase, she is Frank 
Leslie, and so signs checks, notes and con­ 
tracts. Who says women are not practical ? 
Edwin Booth has, 
I understand, de­ 
clined, gratt fully but firmly, the dinner 
which his admirers and friends wished to 
give him before his deuarture for Europe 
on the 31st instant. 
He thinks that the 
Ddmonico breakfast, near two years ago, 
was testimonial enough. 
Perry Belmont has been repeatedly men 
tioned by the newspapers here and else­ 


where as the grandson of Commodore Olive 
H. Perry, of Lake Erie fame. 
His grand­ 
father was Commodore Matthew C. Perry, 
brother of Oliver II., who was consequently 
his grand uncle. 
Before Henry James, Jr., sailed for Eu­ 
rope last week, he told a fellow litterateur, 
who was talking to him of the vague end- 
iug of his “ Portrait of a Lady,” that he 
supposed every intelligent reader would 
understand that Isabel Archer returned to 
Rome, and entered the convent in the 
Piazza Navona, where she had left Pansy 
Osmond, her step-daughter. 
Few readers 
of the world, I fancy, had any such idea 
of the denouement.

A M o n u m e n t f o r R e v . I sa a c O w f.n . — 
Rev. Isaac Owen was chosen by the bish­ 
ops of the Methodist Episcopal Cnurch, in 
1S48, to superintend the work of planting 
Methodism in California.

land in 1849, and entered at once upon the 
work with a zeal and energy surpassed by 
none since the days of the apostles. 
From 
the hour of hia arrival to the day that he 
fell at his post, in 1S66, he sought no re­ 
spite from labor.

itself. 
His remains were laid away in the 
Santa Clara Cemetery, but no stone markB 
the spot whtre the fallen hero is slumber­ 
ing.

Winter Verges cn the Fringe of Sumraer-The Weather 
and the Mode-Summer Costumes-Poetical and Delight- 
ul-Involuntary Esthetic Effects in Millinery. 


N e w Y o r k , M ay 13, 1882. 
M ESSRS. W E INSTOCK & L U B IN , 


G e n t l e m e n : 
W ithin the last several days, with fewer clouds, leas rain, and a slight vailing 
of tender preen over the landscape, M ay has been making a courageous effort to 
smile : but it has not been accomplished without difficulfy. 
I t has not been a 
week since a fall of snow was recorded in tha upper sections of our State, nor a 
week since a seabekin cloak was now and then seen on our streets ; and at this 
moment a sharp chill is in the atmosphere, and ladies are passing and re- 
passirg, wrapped in warm cloth cloaks and India shawls. 
I t m ust be difficult, 
indeed, in your climate, with so much of s; r ‘«ng-tio e and summer, to imagine 
the atmospheric conditions wh’ch exist here at this late period of the season ; 
and it will not be less surprising if within the next thirty days we shall be 
induced to note the mercury in the thermometer*tube among the nineties, with 
a persistent de&ire to reach the hundredth degree. 
B ut so it has been with U3 
heretofore ; so it may be with us this season. 
A month hence we may be 
sweltering under the heat, and looking with a sense of discomfort cn clothing 
more cumberoua than the lightest m udius. 


Among oor furnishing houses and modistes, a vigorous rivalry in the manu­ 
facture of ftinvner costumes is going on. 
As we noted in our last letter, many 
of these are of the flannels and the light woolens of closer texture, and in­ 
tended for common purposes of street wear in the morning, excursion and 
traveling wear, and for cool days in mid-summer. 
In the style of making, 
since yon heard from us last, nothing ent'rely new has been developed. 
Some 
of the most remarkable are finished with a wide hem on the flounces, drapery 
aud basque, confined by many rows of sti'ching of contrasting color, shading 
from a very deep tone to the palest. 
Thus a costume of French tricot in seal 
brown is stitched with blue, sha ling from the ink ton? to the faintest tin t of 
the color ; ana a black flannel i* stitched with red, running from dark maroon 
to the most delicate shell-pink. 


Of more importance at the present, howjver, are the costumes of the 
woolen muslins, or, as some term them, vailing*, understanding the r axle 
religituse, or nun’s vailing, and its congener, the somewhat stouter albatross 
cloth. 
These goods are now being very extensively made up, and far medium 
costumes they promise to be the most popular for summer wear. 
As more 
substantial, the «kirt is usually cf silk taffeta3, inexpensive Am erican faille, or 
light gros-grain silk, or of the cambric m aterial known as grenadine lining. 
An 
outside facing of the vailing, of greater or less depth, i* usually laid over ihe 
foot of the skirt, and a very narrow bdlaytuse plai'ing edges the bottom. 
The 
skirt thus prepared is made the fouudation for one, two or three deep-plaited 
flounces, with these continue! up to the belt in froüt, or f. r a succession of 
narrow flounce*—the fhunctoa being bcx-plaitid or side-plaited, according to 
fancy. 
Accompanying is a polonaise, with the sides draped in panniers of many 
upward fold*, and the back in a narrow bouffant arrangem ent; or there is a 
pointed brsque waist, with pannier?, and a bouffant arrangem ent attached ; or 
the panniers and the puffing on the back are attached to the skirt, with the 
baeque pointed in front and fancifully trim m ed on the back. 
The same gen­ 
eral ideas are seen in costumes combining satin and ca5hmere or vailing, and 
in costumes combining plain faille or satin, and moire antique or brocade. 
In 
combinations employing the moire, this as frequently appearing in the 6kirt- 
trimnuirg as in the waist and drapery. 


The novelty lac?s are very much use l in the making up of all diaphanous 
and semi-diaphancus f abrice. 
W hen lace is used, the flounces on the skirt, 
edged with lace, are deep and shirreti on ; or, [instead of fljuncec, deep sagging 
or overlapping puff*, alternating with flounces of lace, trim the sk irt; and lace 
edges the panniers, f urns a demi, or half-length jabot on the front cf the waist, 
the collar and sleeve trimmiDg—this, on some model*, appearing in one or two 
flounces at the bottom and a jockey-cap at the arm-hole. 
W hite and tinted 
m ull costumes are made after the m anner described, with lace-edged shirred 
flouncing, or sagging puffing and lace flouncing ; and more delightfully poetical 
and cloud-like compositions than are the light tinted woolen mus’in aud the 
lace-trim raei mull costumes could not b? designe 1. 
Lot your fair patron*, 
Messrs. W einstock & LuVin, take in the i ic’ure of a pale brunette, dreseod in 
a costume of nun’s vailing in delicate shrimp-pink, garnished with ailk-wrought 
Barcelona lace acd ciel blue-watered rib b m s; or that of a blonde, dressed in a 
robe of ciel blue mull, gnrnLhed with Oriental lace and shell-pink ribbons, and 
they will create a mental vision that will be a joy forever. 
For the time the 
costumes noticed are thrusting in the back-ground those of grenadine, and the 
more elegant hermauis aud other silk muslin?, while hints are thrown out th«at 
these cannot much longer remain neglected. 
A caprice of the season appears in 
dresses for dinner and the race-courae, made of black faille, or satin, and Span­ 
ish piece blonde, on a f >undation of surah or satin in Cardinal-red or Turkey- 
red. 
Tne trimming consists of Spanish edging lacs and jetted ornam ent?; and 
recent models ol red satin, trim m ed with black satin plaitings at the foot and 
draped with Spanish blonde, have the waist and sleeves in jetted net, with trim ­ 
ming of jetted fringe and Spanish lace. 


W hen robe patterns, whether of one or the [other of the fashionable mat? 
rials, enter into costumes, the bordering substitutes lace as trim m ing ; and on 
eome cf the im ported model*, velvet gives assistance as drapery.
